1 . The drawings are objected to because fig. 3, item 20 should be labeled with descriptive 
text (37 CFR. 1.83(a); MPEP 6.08.02(b), Form Paragraph 6.22, Examiner's Note #1).

2. The disclosure is objected to because the description of fig. 4A on pages 5 and 6 is 
contrary to the description of "From DS" and "To DS" on page 2, lines 13-16. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-4 are objected to because in independent claim 1, lines 1-2, "the frame signal 
pass" should be —a frame passing- for clarity. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter (note: the data structure does not cause provide a functional 
relationship to a computing device - MPEP 2106 (IV)(B)(l)(b) - nonfunctional descriptive 
material). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 and 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yeh (US 
2005/0135422). 
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5. Regarding claims 1, 5 and 8, Yeh discloses a method of transmitting frames in a wireless 
local area network (fig. 1) through a repeater (fig. 1, item AP-X) and a bridge (fig. 2, item AP- 
Y). The method comprises the steps of transmitting a frame from a source station ((STA-1) to 
the repeater (para. 24, lines 1-7) and replacing the content of the BSSID with a bridge identifier 
(fig. 3, step S3 10; para. 24, lines 7-13) and transmitting the replaced frame from the repeater to 
the bridge (para. 24, lines 14-18). 

6. Regarding claims 2, 6 and 9, the repeater transmits an acknowledgement frame to the 
source station (para. 24, last three lines). 

7. Regarding claims 4 and 7, the IEEE 802. 1 1 data frame of Yeh includes a distribution 
field as noted in applicant's admitted prior art on page 1, second paragraph and page 2, second 
paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
